Baseball 
could l>e played In a solar drawing 
room, for there would be some difli- 
cutty In throwing a ball more than 
thirty feet 

Tennis would l>e degraded to a form 
of outdoor plngpong. t 

From these considerations It Is plain 
that gravitation on the sun would tend 
to prevent the formation of any lam- 
bent streamers and to pull down to Its 
surface masses of any size.— Harper's 
Magazine. 



THE SUN A PUZZLE, 



We See Only the Outer Shells or the 
Greet Blazing Orb. 

The great bull of fire which we call 
the sun is nut really the suit. No one 
bus ever seen the sun. A series of 
concent ric shells envelops a nucleus of 
which we know absolutely nothing ex- 
cept that It must be almost Infinitely 
hotter tliuu the fiercest furnace and 
thnt it must amount to more than niuu- 
tenthx of the solar mass. 

That nucleus is the real sun, forever 
hidden from us. The outermost of the 
enveloping shells is about 5.0CU miles 
thick and Is called the chromosphere. 
It is a gaseous fiuid, tinted with the 
scarlet glare of hydrogen, and so furi- 
ously active that It spurts up great 
tongues of glowing gas (.prominences) 
to the height of thousands of miles. 

Time wus when this agitated sea of 
crimson (Ire could be seen to udraninge 
orfTJ during an eclipse. Now special In- 
struments are used which enable as- 
tronomers to study It lu the full glare 
of the sun. 

Beyond the chromosphere, far beyond 
the prominences even, lies the nebulous 
pallid corona visible only during the 
vanishing momenta of a total eclipse, 
aggregating not more than seven days 
In a century. f 

No one has ever satisfactorily ex- 
plained bow the highly attenuated 
matter composing both the promi- 
nences and the corona is supported 
without falling back luto the sun un- 
der the pull of solar gravitation. N ,\v 
that Arrhenius has cosmicaliy appi'**-’

The gigantic but f tract tinting task 
~u which J. Franklin- Ada ufo, F. R. A. 8., 
~ baa undertaken of counting the myriad 
atara In the heaven* and assigning to 
-each Its proper magnitude Is one which 
4 demands the quality of almost Infinite 
K patience. 

Mr. Franklln-Adatns has already se- 
cured photographic plates covering the 
whole of the southern hemisphere, and 
these, with the aeries dealing wltlrthe 
northern hemisphere, will number more 
than 200. Each plate, which Is fifteen 
Inches square, records from 20,000 to 
230,000 starry images, and on a rough 
calculation the total number of stars 
photographed will prove to be about 
23,000,000. 

The taak of counting the stnrs on the 
plates has already !>een commenced, 
and that work, together with the cata- 
loguing, will take another ten year*. 
The method of counting the stars on 
the plates waa explained by R. J. 
Mitchell, Mr. Franktln-Adams' chief 
assistant. 

"First taking one of the plates.” said 
Mr. Mitchell, "we move It across a 
graduated grating contained In the 
field Of a high powered microscope. A 
horizontal strip In the grating Is then 
examined, and the stars In this small 
area are then counted from left to 
right. Of course It is impossible to In- 
sure absolute accuracy, for there Is the 
possibility that a atar mny l>e counted 
twice or missed altogether. 

* "Then there Is the difficulty present- 
ed- by mechanical specks on the plates, 
which may at first l*e taken for stars, 
but Mr. Franklln-Adnms has a method 
by means of which all stars above ti>e 
tenth magnitude eun bo differentiated 
from dust specks. rf Mr. Frnnkltn-Ad- 
ams and his assistants check one an- 
other In the counting, but there Is al- 
ways a slight difference In the totals, 
due, of course, to the personal equa- 
tion ns represented by the operator. 

“Merely to count the stars on an 
average plate apart from noting their 
photographic magnitude occupies the 
time of two men for more than a fort- 
night If they work seven hours n day 
in taking the plates Mr. Franklin- Ad- 
ams used a triple achromatic ten Inch 
lens working at F4. In the northern 
hemisphere the minimum exposure was 
two hours twenty minutes and In the 
southern, with lls clear atmosphere, 
two hours.*’— London Mall.

The discov- 
ery originated through his arm rather 
than from any Intellectual doubt ami 
that arm was palsied! 

This printer had sustained an acci- 
dent, leaving him with an arm partly 
paralysed, and as this made him slow- 
er with his setting bis mastera turned 
him on to 8:inskrlt. with which he bad 
had no previous aequalntance. had 
to learn upward of 300 types for the 
work, but he learned them and accus- 
tomed himself to the work. Now. 
mnny of the letters In 8anskrlt cannot 
follow each other or. If they do. must 
be modified. In writing Muller some- 
times forgot these modifications, but 
they were nil innrkod on the proof. 
Muller was s<4 Interested that he sought 
out the printer to ask him how he 
was able tb correct a language which 
he did not understand. The explann-, 
tlon wns remarkable: "You see. sir. 
my arm gets Into n regular swing 
from one compartment of types to 
nnotlier, and there are movements that 
never occur. So If 1 suddenly have to 
take up types which entail u new 
movement I. feel It and put a query."

Breasted Chat. 

The oddities of the yellow brensled 
chat begin even with his clussltlcutlon 
To think of a warbler the size of n 
Baltimore oriole, a warbler with a 
Bong like a mocking bird! Indeed, 
there is little about the chat that is 
not remarkable. He goes in for the 
weird and the spectacalar.
